IN NORTH SULLIVAN, Maine, ~& Metho- 
dist minister who increased the size; 
of congregations while serving as pas- 



tor at~five~chtn;ches~recently~was prcF I 
— moted— to— district-superintendent— in- 
charge of 43 churches. 

In New Rochcllc, NX, o determined group 
• from the North Avenue Presbyterian Church 
posed ns insatiable gamblers-in-order to ferret 
out evidence that exposed a seven-million dollar 
booJtmnkiiiff operation and brought the arreat of 
five ringleaders. 

In Cincinnati,- Ohio, 4-1 Catholic clerics, disen-. 
chanted with a bishop's restrictions on them, with- 
drew from their order, and founded the nonde- 
nomlnational Federation of Communities in Ser- 
vicc"to assist the poor in Appnlachia. - 

The Methodist pastor, crusading Presbyterians, 
and dissident Catholic clerics all had one thing 
In common:' they were women. More Important, 
they Illustrate the typo of ro lca that American 
women arc taking in nil piinatii ofChrt HtlnirTcli' 
- glon todnyT ~~ 

Consider, first of nlI,.ordnincd women ministers, 
i Obviously.. women pastors won't be delivering a ,. 

imbfltnntinl percentage of sermons in the nation's 
" 233,708 churches thin Easter.- But the BlgnKlcant — 
fact is that, until tho late 1950s when nearly all 
church laws forbade their ordination, there vir- ■ 
tually were no ordained female ministers, ~ : 

There still Is considerable resistance to women 
ministers. Tho.Catholic church, forcxa r npl c , for- 
bids them. And when the Rt. Rev. jamb^fA".' Pik'oT 
retired Episcopal bishop of California, recom- 
mended that a 48-year-old widow be ordained a 
deaconess, she was refused Holy Orders. 

— But. th ere now are enough female pastors of 

other Protestant denominations to farm an Amer- 
ican Association of Women Ministers, support a 
magazine called Woman* Pulpit, and achieve some 
truly remarkable successes despite considerable 

discrimination. * _ 

"There Is no reluctanco to appoint women 
ministers to charges," says Mrs jo rtcr_ Brown, 
general secretary of the Methodist Board of Mis- 
sions, "but there is such a reluctance by most 
congregations to accept a woman pastor that she 
1 not only receives the small, underpaid charges 
: but also may have to preach at several churches." 
■ Perhaps *n'o woman minister hasbcon more 
adept at this technique than Dr. Margaret Hen- 
;cn 'who nffirtinnntely has been called. the 
"point-to-point preacher." Sho serves seven New 
England churches up to GO miles apart — incrcd-. 
ibly at one time! ' ! : 

Equally enterprising social programs arc being 
undertaken by church laywomen. Besides teach- Nuns ar 
ing Sunday School and soliciting food, clothing, suck as 




nnd money for the poor, many ofthem have mo- 
bilized to bring reforms inthelr community. 

For sheer tenacity, it is dffflcult to surpass a 
• project undertaken by the Georgia branches of 
-^httrrh-M^m n n- II " i '-Mr^" ntl "" nl nr g n "i T ltifin flf 
Christian wome n. Early last fall, the women be- 
came Mnccrned~that _ thcrc'waa - no _ compulBor}' 
inspection of Georgia's county jails to prove or 
disprove the rumors of horrifying conditions. 

Whereupon, groupi of Church Women United 
wrote to the 139 county sheriffs in Georgia an- 
nouncing they had designated Oct 1 as "Annual 
Visitation Day" and requested permission to in- 
spect their jails. After receiving only 20 answers, 
the women mailed a second letter to the sheriffs 
and sent the carbon to local newspapers. Still, only 
22 additional' sheriffs responded. Ninety-seven 
sheriffs remained unswayed. " __. 
- Finally-thc church women. announced, that, a . 
sheriff's failure to reply evidently meant that he 
automatically welcomed "everyone" at his jail's 
"open house" on" Oct. I. Within a week, all 97' 
sheriffs "Invited" the Church Women United to 



"inspecT tKeir jails. 



The women found conditions in the jails rnnn- 

ing from reasonably acceptable to 'deplorable. 
' They also found enough fresh paint and shiny 
new plumbing to suspect that many jails had been 
^rcpalred-shorUy.-before-Uiey-n^ 

plclons were confirmed at one jail when a-group 
of Baptist women inadvertently arrived two hours 
earlier- than expected— and bumped into Iwo 
painters. The women have written a report that 
they hope will ultimately result in improved con- 
u7£!3ns^Vlnc~5ai!in S ' ' 

Comparable aggressiveness haa been shown by 
many of the nation's 175,000 Catholic nuns in an 
attempt to attain the status and aclf-dctermina- 
tion ac co rded priest s. As one nun put it: "We've 
not only been discriminated against' in thc'Church — 
by men who insist that Jesus Christ had only 
men as apostles and disciples and that the Scrip- 
tures mention "no women are to have authority 
over men,' but one Church Canon even includes 
our legal rights in the same class with wives, 
children, and the insane." 

Enough nuns have, questioned and petitioned 
to give impetus to the Vatican Council H's re- 
cent directive to all "Catholic orders to "re- 
examine" their regulations. Changes have tran- ■ 
spired already so that some sisters remark that . 
they aro undergoing a "revolution." ( 
Instead of wearing long black: robes, for ex- 

\ nmnlc. many nfatcr^wcnr rcwtyled ha btta which 

one sister maintains "looks, more like clothing 
w orn by an airlino stewardess." Many nuns have 
"also resumed using their real names. "Liberalized

She now has two healthy 
babies and a husband who attends church every 
Sunday. 

Many women missionaries, though, face .vio- 
lent death by accepting assignments in war-torn 
areas. That fart has been tragically Illustrated 
at" the Protestant Christian and -Missionary Al- 
liance's Bonmcthout Leprosarium in Vietnam's.. 
Central Highlands. * 

On the night of May 30, 1062, a Viet Cong 
platoon stormed Into the leper hospital just after 
a doctor's meeting ended. The Vict Cong took all 

Viotti, a missionary doctor from Houston, Tex., 
and two male nonmedical missionaries^ presum- 
ably making Dr. Victti the first U,S. prisoner 

-in-the-VIctnam-war. : 

Some missionaries heard that Dr. Victti la 
dead. Others have'~bccn told that she was being" 
forced to', treat communist troops in a jungle 
hospital In the Vict Cong-held Zone D. Yet the 
tttOmen missionaries did not abandon their hos- 
pital- patients , 

Mrs. Betty Mitchell, wife of one of the cap- 
tured ministers, remained- at Banmcthout for 
two years, for example, to help train a Itaday 
jungle tribesman to treat lepers in tho event tbo 
missionaries were ever driven away. 

i-dnrin g th e co m muni sts' rc c c n t-Tccr- 
in Vietnam. Two Viet Cong battalions 
overran Banmcthout's local militia, destroyed the 
leprosarium, and, In addition to killing three 
ministers, massacred three' women missionaries 
—Carolyn Griswold, Ruth Wilting, and Mrs. Ruth 
Thompson. 1 

Still there has been no decrease In the number 
of women volunteering for potentially dangerous 
assignments. Says Gerald Smith,' a member of 
the Christian and 'Missionary Allfance/s execu- - 
tivc staff: "Women missionaries are just so 
anxious to get started today that they take the
